Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Samuels discussed the background regarding his company, the 
development of the present invention, the history behind prosecution of the present application, and pointed out 
alleged differences in the pending claims of the present application and the Garcia, the Dombrowski and the Douglas 
patents. With regard to the aforementioned patents, Mr. Samuels argues that all fail to teach forming an "open hole" in 
an area of skin such that the hole is unobstructed by either tissue or a device for forming the opening. Mr. Samuels 
further contends that Dombrowski teaches applying a vacuum, but not immediately adjacent to the hole and not with 
any control of duration, in order to stretch the skin such that the hole is maintained open as in the invention of the 
present application. Mr. Samuels finally contends that both Douglas and Garcia teach the application of a vacuum 
through a cannula lumen in order to draw fluid into the lumen, as opposed to the application of a vacuum to the skin in 
order to stretch open the skin as in the present invention. The Examiner pointed out that the claims will be examined 
while giving broadest reasonable interpretation to the claim language, and that no special definitions will be given to 
the claim terminology unless the special definition is set forth in the specification of the present application which was 
unavailable at the time of the interview. Mr. Baker pointed out that the newly added claims attempt to revisit subject 
matter of claims previously canceled in the prosecution of the present application without argument regarding the 
validity of rejections citing the Garcia patent. Mr. Baker finally pointed out that newly added claims 76-83 are copied 
from the same four Abbott patents for which a request for interference was made previously in the prosecution of the 
present application. The Examiner will consider the previously discussed arguments when the Amendment filed 
October 8, 2004 is matched to the file and delivered to the Examiner . 
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
